HE blots and promises of i 
European invasion, g e t t i n g 
broader and stronger by the day, 
have picked up "reinforcement from 
an

A report by Wes Gallagher of 
the Associated Press makes it 
clear that the Italian campaign is 
far bebind schedule, that its prin­ 
cipal gain has been a network of 
mainland air bases, and that the 
western Mediterranean campaign 
no longer is considered a major of­ 
fensive. 
It has, of course, been obvious 
for some time that the Anglo-Amer 
lean march on Rome was not pack 
log anything like the punch of 
the march on Tunisia. 
The real significance of this re­ 
port from Algiers lies in its plain 
statements, passed by military cen­ 
sors, that (I) the Italian surrender 
turned out to be less important 
militarily than the Allies had hoped, 
(2) other theaters now take prior­ 
ity in supplies and troops, and (3) 
the Allies really don’t care now 
whether they capture Rome or not. 
THE “bad terrain and unfavor­ 
able weather" explanation of 
slow progress has some validity, 
says Gallagher, but not as much 
as these other factors. And nobody 
now expects a decisive blow to be 
struck in Italy. 
Fitted into the pattern of other 
recent developments, this all lends 
strength to the belief that the Allies 
are preparing a heavy blow for 
western Europe. 
It follows the Teheran promise 
of new attacks from the west, 
south and east. It follows British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden’s 
prediction of invasion "In the very 
near future. 
And it cornea in the midst of a 
new flurry of reports and rumors 
of important Allied staff and com 
mand changes, all more or less con 
cerned with the huge reservoir of 
troops and supplies amassed in 
Britain.

NB of these reports is that Gen. 
George C. Marshall will got, 
after all, command tho lavesto* 
forces. Another is that Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower will move from Al­ 
giers to London to command the 
invasion, leaving the Mediterran­ 
ean to Gen. Sir Harold Alexander. 
None of the reports bas official 
confirmation, but the fact remains 
that staff changes of considerable 
extent seem to be In progress. 
And presumably they are due to 
an approaching Invasion. Oft the 
new offensives promised at Teher­ 
an, that from the east already has 
started with the new Red army 
drive south of Nevel toward the 
latvian border, opening a great 
winter push in which the Germans 
have admitted break-throughs.

Restaurant Rations Revised 


In Sweeping OPA Move

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 — The 
office of price administration out 
lined today its new rationing pro­ 
gram for commercial and institu 
tional cating establishments and 
announced it would go into effect 
March I on a nationwide basis. 
The principal change is in the 
method of alloting food rations 
to these eating places, including 
restaurants, hotels and soda coun 
ters. 
At present, the allotment is bas 
ed on total number of customers 
served. The new program requires 
separate counts of those served 
food and those who purchase re­ 
freshments only, such as alcoholic 
drinks, ice cream, coffee and milk. 
Refreshments Are Separate 
Only serving of food will be 
considered in the new computation 
or rations. Allotments for refresh 
ment uses will be handled sepa 
rately. 
Asserting alternative plans are 
collection of ration coupons in 
restaurants for standardized meals, 
Price 
Administrator 
Chester 
Bowles said: 
The new plan certainly isn’t 
perfect, but some industry people 
who have worked with us seem 
to agree that it is a great deal more 
sensible and fair for both restau 
rant owners and families 
who 
normally eat at borne.” 
Bowles said the program will 
eliminate “many inequalities” by 
reducing rations of eating places 
where food is not the principal 
commodity sold, thus adding to 
home supply. 
Can Build Reserve Supply 
Proprietors of eating places will 
get a two-week reserve supply of 
food between Feb. 15 and 29, with 
allotments issued on the first of 
every second month, rather than on 
the 15th as at present. 
All eating places will be requir­ 
ed to keep separate records of 
their service of food and refresh­ 
ments beginning Jan. I, including 
both dollar revenue and number of 
persons served. 
Proprietors also are required to 
report 
to 
their 
local 
rationing 
boards, by Jan. 15, the same infor­ 
mation- for December, 1942, togeth­ 
er with the amount bf rationed 
foods served for purpose of re­ 
freshments only.

Democrats 
will say, lest it shatter the confidence ot foreign 
governments In the stability and Intentions of 
the United Buies.

Voter* will be encouraged to believe these 
things, not because they are true but because 
, they will handicap the normal procedures of a 
national election.. At the close of 1943, It Is well 
to be fore armed against this prospect of political 
strategy in 1944.

VERY 
searching 
question, 
which should 
he faced and 
answered now. has been rained by 
Mrs. Anne O’Hara McCormick. 
It Is whether the Rovlet-Cxecho- 
slovak pact, signed by President 
Benes In Moscow the other day, 
Is consistent with the agreements 
reached by Secretary Hull. 
Mrs. McCormick says that "the 
original aim of this government 
was to build up a peace structure 
founded on a four*power pact and 
broadening into a United Nations 
organisation which would render 
bilateral arrangements within the 
circle unnecessary" , . . and she 
argues that this Czech pact ie a 
revision to "old-fashioned and fu­ 
tile insurance systems based on 
mutual assistance pacts.” 
With great respect for Mr*. Me* 
Oormiek and for hor immense gifts 
of perception aud insight, I venture, 
to say that it cannot ever have 
been th* serious and considered 
view of tbs United States govern­ 
ment that tho new peso* structure 
precluded or rendered unnecessary 
all "bilateral arrangements". 


W’sh# ascribes to us because we 
also have mad* bilateral pacts of 
mutual assistance with our neigh­ 
bors, and no one has suggested 
that we ought to renounce them. 
We have rn-th pacts with Canada, 
Mexico and Cuba. We have the sub­ 
stance of such pact with all the 
Caribbean states* we have fhutual 
assistance agreements with many 
of the principal South American 
republica. 
We are committed by the Tyd- 
Ings-McDuffle act to making a mu­ 
tual assistance pact with the Inde­ 
pendent republic of the Philippines. 
We never have thought that mak­ 
ing specific provisions for the de­ 
fense of our positions In the Pa­ 
cific and for the defense of the 
western hemisphere was "old-fash- 
lofted and futile." 
On the contrary, we are proud 
of these arrangements and hold 
them to be wise, progressive and 
in the common interest. 
Nor do we regret It, and com­ 
plain, that Britain and Portugal 
hive an ancient pact which has 
mad* available to us the use of the 
Asores for the protection of our 
shipping. 
Why, then, do we feel called 
upon to object lf Czechoslovakia 
aud Russia sign a pact for the pur­ 
pose of making secure their stra­ 
tegic poeltion against a revival of 
German military power during the 
next 20 years? 


A ND why do we think It extra­ 
ordinary. or vaguely reprehen­ 
sible, that Russia should wish her 
Immediate neighbors to be friendly 
nil!**? 
Do wa not objeot when th* Ar­ 
gentin*. whloh is about 6,000 miles 
from New York, Is anti-American? 
And would we feel that we were 
violating the spirit of the Atlantic 
Charter lf we threw the weight of 
our Influence against the anti- 
American government in th* Ar­ 
gentine? 
We must be careful, I believe, 
not to have one standard of poli­ 
tical morals for our allies and an­ 
other for ourselves. 


The theory that we must bp 
pose all bilateral mutual assistance 
fleets will not. I believe, stand up 
lf we examine It. 
Everything 
depends 
on 
who 
makes the pact with whom, a mill 
tary pact between next door neigh 
bors—say the United States and 
Mexico—-Is quite a different propo­ 
sition than would be a pact, let 
us say. between Russia and Mexi­ 
co, or between th* United States 
and Rumania. 
The radical difference is that the 
United 
States 
and 
Mexico are 
within the same system of strate­ 
gic security whereas Russia and 
Mexico, or the United States and 
Rumania, are not within tbe same 
system of strategic eecurity.

J*OR us to make a special pact 
with Mexico is. assuming our 
Intentions to be honorable, to im­ 
prove our common defense. 
If Russia made a special pact 
with Mexico, we at once should 
ask the Mexicans and the Russians 
for an explanation. 
Will It be saki that this Is a re­ 
version to the doctrine of "spheres 
of Influence?” 
If so, let ns look at it without 
boing bewildered by a phrase which 
we have not defined. 
The phrase, in Its ugly meaning, 
connotes a division of the world 
by great 
powers 
into separate 
spheres within which one great 
Dower Is the master and its will Is 
law. 
We are opposed to that and tho 
good neighbor policy Is. we hold, 
the constructive alternative. 
We expect our neighbors to par­ 
ticipate in tbe common defense of 
the Americas; otherwise we could 
not bs good neighbors. 
Th# sound view. I believe. Is to 
recognize the regional differences 
of interest and influence and to 
found the structure of tbe peace 
upon the fact that the smaller 
neighbors of great powers best can 
insure their Independence by pro­ 
moting security in the region where 
they live. 
T 
HE greatest risk for a small state 
is to become the ohject of dis* 
put* among great powers. 
No state on the borders of Rus­ 
sia in Western Europe near Bri­ 
tain, no neighbor republic In the 
Americas could hope for tranquil­ 
ity and order except by recogniz­ 
ing the fact that it exists within a 
particular system of strategic de­ 
fense. 
For It to rebel against that fact 
Is to invite endless trouble for It­ 
self and for th* world. 
Is this “power politics?" It is. 
But let us not be bewildered by 
that phrase. 
In th* last analysis all Interna­ 
tional politics are now and will be. 
unless the separate nations disap­ 
pear, a function of their actual and 
potential power. 
The problem of peace Is not how 
to abolish power or to pretend to 
Ignore it. but bow to organize pow­ 
er. bring It under law and In gen­ 
eral to civilize the exercise of It. 
We shall come only gradually 
and with Immense difficulty to that 
great end. But we can take no 
other road to peace.

Obviously, there will be heavy demand for the 
amphibian ,1eep. Nothing could be handler for get­ 
ting across the river without driving all the way 
to the bridge; for those eveuing fishing trips 
when the cows have been milked and turned out ; 
for the trip to town during high water in the 
^spring; for trips almost anywhere at any time. 
Then there Is the matter of the farm ers wife 
to be considered, too. A returning hero with a 
tjeep should have no extraordinary trouble get­ 
ting the girl. but with an amphibian Jeep there 
would be no trouble at all. The thing could do 
quadruple duty as canoe for the courtship, trac­ 
tor for tbe ne f homestead, touring car bud pleas­ 
ure boat 
There is some question, in fact, about whether 
the amphibian jeep may not be the most impor­ 
tant development so far in a war of astonishing 
machinery. 


AN adequate demobilization pro­ 
gram calls for action by pri­ 
vate Industry, agriculture, labor, 
state and local governments, as 
well as by the federal government, 
declares Maxwell 8. Stewart In a 
pamphlet, When I Get Out Will I 
Kind a Job?, published by the Pub­ 
lic Affairs Committee, Inc., In New 
York.

Private industry must assume 
the primary task of providing Jobs, 
according to Mr. Stewart. And In 
reconversion 
problems, 
industry 
must work cooperatively with gov­ 
ernment and the public at large to 
Insure a smooth adjustment. 
To Olla end, private Industry 
should plan now a program for 
taking back the men it has re­ 
leased 
aa 
well 
as 
considering 
possibilities 
for posS-war expan­ 
sion. 
The 
most 
satisfactory 
results 
will be obtalne I lf business coop­ 
erates with the U.S. employment 
eervlce 
and 
other 
government 
agencies in working out efficient 
methods of training and hiring. 
If a large post-war construction 
program is to be undertaken, labor 
unious will have to cooperate with 


the building trades In removing 
restrictions that hinder large-scale 
construction and Increased use of 
manpower. 
The unions will be expected to 
cooperate In peace as they have 
assisted In war production. They 
also have a contribution to make 
In the creation of smooth-working 
hiring and training programs. 
The state and local governments 
are urged to take immediate steps 
to plan public undertakings to be 
started after the war—In the field 
of land conservation, the Improv­ 
ing of county roads and similar 
projects using a great deal of la­ 
bor in proportion to the amount 
of equipment and supplies needed. 
Attention well might be given 
particularly to the Improvement 
of public health, education, and 
recreation. 
The federal government. In ad­ 
dition to providing financial and 
"security" benefits to ex-service­

Oil Exploration Yields To Science 


Risk In Hunting For New Wells Has Been Cut, So More Folks Are Hunting

en? 
NE segment of tbe population 
tbe great southwest doesn't 
give a rap about tbe outcome of 
the debate over whether to In­ 
crease the price of oil. That ie—as 
far as such angles as inflation or 
anti-inflation go. 
These are the small boys of the 
Texas-Oklahoma oil belt. They’re 
quite unconcerned with the eco­ 
nomics of the matter, but they 
have a great and personal inter­ 
est In the return of "wildcatting". 
The old-time "wildcatter”, who 
sank a well and $20,000 or more 
just on a hunch somebody’s pas­ 
ture looked like oil country, bas 
about disappeared. In his place 
are trained engineers with mys­ 
terious truckloads of equipment 
every bit as exciting as the lion 
wagon In a circue parade. 
Secretary of Interior Ickes (who 
Is also petroleum administrator for 
war) last April recommended that 


the price of crude be increased— 
an average of 35 cents a barrel. 
One reason he gave was his con­ 
cern that new fields were not be­ 
ing discovered 
fast enough 
to 
keep up with the oil consumption 
it was estimated the war would 
require. He said that with a higher 
price tbe oil men would bo en­ 
couraged to go out and locate new 
fields. 
i 
Before science took a hand. 95 
percent of the wildcat wells proved 
out as "dry boles"—no oil, no 
money, no soap. Now the risk has 
been cut by about 75 percent. 
Petroleum engineers make use 
of one or both of two systems 
most frequently in locating likely 
drilling spots. 
One method employs highly sen­ 
sitive "scales” which weigh the 
earth to a depth of several thou­ 
sand feet These ‘‘scales" are elec­ 
trical Instruments 
which deter­ 
mine the gravity of that little 


piece of the earth's crust over 
which they are spotted—and do 
It without leaving the truck la 
which they are mounted. Tbe areas 
of greater gravity are more likely 
to be oil-bearing. 
The method is used mostly for 
making preliminary surveys. Fpr 
more precise results, the engi­ 
n e s use the "shooting" method. 
In "shooting", a hole about 60 
feet 
deep 
is 
drilled 
into 
the 
ground, and a charge of dynamite 
Is placed In the bottom. Then seis­ 
mographs—little brothers of the 
machines 
used 
for 
recording 
earthquakes—are set out in a line 
a few hundred feet apart. 
The charge is set off, and the 
vibrations are traced on a mov­ 
ing film in each seismograph by 
a wiggling beam of light. By com­ 
paring the lines on the developed 
film, an expert can tell how the 
rock formations slope into under­ 
ground valleys that may hold pools 
of oil.

"Let it be said that when the 
hour comes we undertake to main­ 
tain the Constitution of the United 
States; and let it be said that we 
are not ashamed, we are proud to 
be called southern senators. 
"I would remind these gentle­ 
men who speak of us as southern 
senators, these Democrats, these 
highlights in the party, these bene­ 
ficiaries of our victories during the 
last 12 years, that southern Demo­ 
crats maintained the Democratic 
party and kept it alive in all the 
long-years of its exile, when it had 
no place In the house which our 
fathers had built, when it was not 


permitted to serve around the al­ 
tars which r-ur fathers had made 
holy. 


"tx THEN there was nobody else 
VV to vote In the electoraf col­ 
lege for the Democratic candidate, 
southern Democrats were sending 
144 votes to the electoral college;

"We will assert ourselves—and 
we are capable of asserting our­ 
selves—and we will vindicate our­ 
selves; and lf we cannot have a 
party in whcih we are respected, 
lf we must be In a party in which 
we are scorned es southern Demo­ 
crats, we will find a party which 
honors us. not because we are 
southerners, and not because of 
politics, but because we love our 
country and believe in the Consti­ 
tution from which it draws Its 
life day by day. 
"The time will come, and I think 
it has. when the southern people 
will demand that there shall be 
no meddling with their affairs. 
"Our destiny is in our hands, 
and has been all the time, and we 
iutend so to maintain it. There 
shall be no aspersions upon our 
honor—least of all, last of all, and 
most grevious of all. from the 
party we kept alive, from the par­ 
ty whose victories we have won, 
and the party which could not live 
five years without our support."

It would be a blow to find out that this * 
occurred In the midst of a pipe layoff, what with 
goodwill too rare to be looked In the mouth. No 
sacrifice is too great, not even a swollen tongue 
and all the fiddling, fooling, match striking, dig­ 
ging. blowing, reaming, wiping, pounding, cursing, 
puffing and blowing that go with pipe smoking. 
It won’t last long, though. By New Years eve 
we'll be bumming cigarets again, with the pipes, 
tools and fancy mixtures stuck away pending the 
next time that famous "I just love to see a man 
smoke a pipe" line gets iu It* dirty work—end 
how we dread It.

'Death Valley’ Gives 
Yanks One Of Worst Battles

SAN PIETRO, Italy, Dec. 18— 
(Delayed)—American 
doughboys 
have won one of their bloodiest, 
bitterest and toughest battles of 
World W ar II on this 100th day of 
the Fifth army’s Invasion of Italy. 
In all o f‘the fighting from the 
beaches of Salerno to the Garlg- 
llano river, none has 
been 
so 
packed with drama and heroism 
as that of this 48-hour span, nor 
has any been b o costly in Amer­ 
ican lives as the battle for San 
Pietro which ended today when we 
walked through “Death Valley” to 
reach this pile of misery and rub­ 
ble that once was a town. 
The Americans walked into this 
battered, 
filthy 
stinking 
little 
town at the bottom of Mt. Sam- 
ucro to find the enemy had pulled 
back toward Cassino, giving up a 
key position in the winter line 
which the Nazis had hoped to hold 
for weeks longer. 
Town Never Will Be Forgotten 
The name of San Pietro will be 
remembered in American military 
history along with such names as 
Fondouk. 
Bizerte, 
Tunis, 
Gela, 
Troina, Salerno and Naples. 
The name of this little village 
never will be forgotten by the 
American soldiers who took part 
In the battle for it. 
We picked our way with a pa­ 
trol and first aid men through 
fields ripped by mortars and shells 
aud the still bodies of doughboys 
who fell in the bloody, savage 
fighting. 
The fierceness of the fighting 
was written in those fields and in 
jagged piles of masonry in the 
town. 
Neither Tobruk nor Bizerte nor 
Battipaglia nor Troina 
was 
as 
ripped and torn and pulverized by 
explosions as this gray, little town 
overlooking the valley approaches 
to Cassino. 
The Americans call it “Death 
Valley” because death was on the 
rampage for 48 hours as they 
stormed this enemy fortress ringed 
by fortifications, dug into the ter­ 


raced slopes commanding the Liri 
valley. 
How anyone managed to live 
through the bombardment of San 
Pietro deflea the imagination. 
But as we climbed over the 
wreckage, men women and children 
came crawling from cellars, caves 
and dark holes that had been 
their homes for days. 
They had terror stamped deep 
into their starved, thin, miserable 
faces, although they tried to cheer 
our entrance. 
They brought out strong red 
wine and forced glasses into the 
hands of Pfc. Albert O. Schempp, 
of Pittsburgh; Pvt. Benjamin Bel 
lect of Bay Shore, N. Y., and Pfc. 
James N. Moyer of Burnham, Pa 
They did not have to force wine 
on me after that long climb. And 
then everybody gabbled at once un­ 
til there was bedlam in that street 
of horrors. 
Not a 
house 
in 
San 
Pietro 
stood whole and undamaged aud 
none I saw ever will be fit to live 
in. 
But the Germans bad built their 
defenses around and in the town 
and the Americana had no choice 
but to beat the fortress to pieces. 
Ragged, hungry men and women 
picked through the debris, trying 
to salvage some of their belong­ 
ings—and over all that terrible 
destruction was the odor of beaten, 
battered towns caught in the path 
of war. 
A young barefoot mother, with 
her child nursing at her breast, 
came to beg for food. But we 
had none.

It Ie a remarkable but perfectly 
understandable 
situation. Anyone 
old enough to be a grandmother 
w as young in the days—the so­ 
called Gay N ineties—when typhoid 
fever w as an alm ost universal dis­ 
ease. O f those who have had ty 
phoid it is estim ated that 2 per­ 
cent are carriers although some 
put the percentage much higher. 
Never Rid Of It 
A carrier is a person who never 
gets rid of living typhoid bacilli. 
They may be in the gallbladder, 
the crypts of the bowel, or In the 
saliva. At any rate they are always 
on the carrier’s fingers. 
Grandmothers 
are 
now 
being 
pressed into service as cooks. A 
certain percentage of them are In­ 
evitably typhoid carriers. Q. E. D. 
They spread typhoid fever. 
I venture to say that now that 
water supplies are carefully super­ 
vised at least 84 percent of ty­ 
phoid fever Is conveyed by car 
rlers. 
Answer la Simple 
The answer to the problem is so 
absurdly 
sim ple 
that 
it 
hardly 
requires Mating. Everyone should 
have 
typhoid 
vaccination. Yet I 
will guess that of IOO people who 
read this statem ent, all of whom 
have never had typhoid fever or 
never been vaccinated, who nod 
approval of the advice, not five 
will have a course of typhoid vac­ 
cination during the coming week. 
Give yourself a typhoid vaccina­ 
tion for Christmas! 
The history of typhoid carriers 
is a long and ghastly one. The 
first, 
the ca ms that opened 
the 
eyes of tho bacteriologists to the 
possibility that typhoid could he 
spread by carriers was the famous 
Typhoid .Mary. 
Typhoid Mary’s History 
Mary Mallon was a kindly gen­ 
ial soul who wouldn’t have done 
anyone the slightest bit of harm 
for any consideration. She was a 
cook, and a good one. Hut every­ 
where that Mary went typhoid waa 
sure to go. Finally tho Health au­ 
thorities in New York persuaded 
Mary to allow them to examine 
hor. and it showed she was full of 
typhoid germ s ami any food she 
prepared would be contaminated. 
She 
was 
incarcerated 
and 
re­ 
mained a prisoner for the rest of 
her life, a great injustice, because 
what the Health authorities should 
have done was to vaccinate the 
whole community. 
That 
was

typhoid 
vaccination 
was new- and unproved. 
Siuce theu there have been In­ 
numerable 
epidem ics of 
typhoid 
caused by carriers. The recital of 
these tales is a horror. At a church 
supper, 
eight 
women 
were 
em­ 
ployed extra lo dice potatoes. Four 
of them were afterwards proved 
to be carriers. Warm potatoes are 
the finest culture medium for ty­ 
phoid in the world. Of the attend­ 
ants at the church supper s o m e ­ 
thing like SO cam e down with ty­ 
phoid and about IO died. 
All food handlers should have a 
test to see whether they are ty­ 
phoid carriers or not, especially 
the middle-aged and elderly ones, 
who grew up in the typhoid era. 
But In these rushed tim es It be­ 
com es “im practical” aud of course 
when grandma offers to help out 
in the privacy of the home it
